ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER. OF 

HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR  1945.  ■ ■ 

T0‘  the  Minister  of  Health,  the  Chairman  and  Memhers  of  ■ 

the  Castle  Bonington  Rural  District  Council-.  - ■ 

Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  10/44«.  dated 
Pehruary  15th.  1944 j this  report,  on  grounds  of  economy,  is  .made  as 
hrief.as  possihle.  No  statistical  analyses  are  shown,  hut^  as 
requested  in  the  circular,  a note  on  the  drinlcing  water  supply  is 
included,  . 

The  health  of  the  district  in  1943  v/as  very  good.,  " 

There  was  a cons ide rah le-  fall  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
diphtheria  hut  as  a result  of  minor  epidemics  in  Grace  Lieu  and 
Diseworth  the  figure  for  scarlet  fever  was  above  the  average. 

Measles  and  whooping  cough  were  frequent  in  the  Summer, 
Yifhoopiilg  cough  being  more  prevalent  in  Kegworth  and  Bj.\eedon-on~thS”- 
■Hill  and  measles  in  Kegworth  and  Long  Whatton, 

In  the  last  few  days  of  August  and  in  Septembei:’  there 
an  outbreak  of  Sonne  dysentery  in  Castle  Bonington.  The  epidemic 
WQ.s  promptly  dealt  v/ith  and  thirty-nine  of  the  forty-four  persona 
affected  were  treated  in  hospital.  'With  the  exception  of  five  all 
oases  occurred  in  adults.  Pew  of  the  patients  were  seriously  ill 
and  there  were  no  deaths. 

Acute  primary  pneumonia  occurred  sporadically  and  was  not 
increased  in  incidence.  There  v/ere  no  notifications  of  influenzal 
pneumonia . 

No  increase  in  venereal  diseases  or  in  scabies  was  observed* 

The  percentage  of  children  immunised  against  diphtheria 
increased  in  each  group.  In  the  group  below  five  years  the  percentage 
was  advanced  from  22»3  in  1942  to  34*77  and  in  the  age  group  five  to 
fj.fteen,  from  80*3  to  81®  1.  In  this  latter  series  the  immunised 
children  v/ho  reached  their  fifteenth  birthdays  were  more  numerous 
than  the  immunised  under  fives  who  were  trsinsferred  to  the  higher 
age  group. 

Although  the  improvement  in  immunisation  of  young  children 
was  over  fifty  percent  it  v;as  still  not  nearly  good  enough. 

Diphtheria  is  very  much  more  dangerous  in  younger  children  and  this 
.-cannot  be  too  frequently  emphasised. 

The  water  obtained  by  the  Council  w'as  satisfactory  in 
quality.  It  was  sufficient  in  quantity,  but  complaints  were  received 
on  account  of  intermittent  pressure.  At  times  consumers  in  Castle 
Bonington  found  that  the  pressure  vi^as  not  strong  enough  to  supply 
bathrooms  and  lavatories. 

The  v/ater  for  the  district  is  purchased  from  the  Leicester 
Corporation  and  the  Long  Eaton  Urban  District  Council.  A supply  is 
obtained  from  the  Loughborough  Corporation  for  ti/o  villages  and  in 
this  case  the  Council  act  as  guarantors.

The  water  supplied  "by  the  Leioester  Corporation  and  the 
Loughborough  Corporation  is  softj  while  the  v/ater  from  the  Long 
Eaton  U.D.C.  is  hard*  To  obtain  a softer  mixture  for  the  six 
villages  above  grouped  Leicester  Corporation  and  Long  Eaton  waters 
are  mixed.  At  present  this  mixed  water  is  too  hard. 

The  Leioester  Corporation  water  is  liable  to  have  a plumbo- 
solvent  action  and  to  counteract  this  tin-lined  or  copper  pipes 
must  be  installed. 

The  proportion  of  d’vvelling-houses  in  the  district  supplied 

direct  from  ¥/orks  is  79*8%  and  the  proportion  of  population  is 

80%.  - ■ ^
